Next to Athens, 
the ancient Naupactus, under the modern 
name of Lepanto, is the most considerable 
place in Livadia. It is celebrated through. 
out Greece, for its wine and fruits.—[¢ 
stands beautifully surrounded by fruitful 
fields and vineyards, near the head of a 
bay of the same name, famous in Turkish 
history for a naval defeat, which put the 
first check to their conquering arms, and 
destined, we trust, again to see the Crescent 
sink before the Cross. The victory was 
achieved by the Christian allies, under the 
command of Don John of Austria, in the 
year 1571. 

The Morea, or ancient Peloponnesus, 
is a large Peninsula, joined to the continent 
by the isthmus of Corinth. Its modern 
name is derived irom a supposed resemn- 
blance in shape to a mulberry leaf ; its 
biameter.varying from 120 to 150 miles. 
The ceotral parts are mouvtains, but 
towards the coasts wel! watered and tolera- 
bly fertile. Corinth, the modern Gerame, 
situate upon the isthmus, is a place of great 
importance from the natural strength of its 
citadel,and its being the key of the Pelopon- 
nesus. This is now in the hands of the 
patriots. Patra lies 3 miles W. of Corinth, 
and is the residence of the patriotic German- 
ns, who first raised in the Morea the stand- 
ard ofliberty. Epidaurus is already known 
as the birth place of the recent Greek con- 


stitution, and Tripolizza as the former 


residence of the Turkish Pacha, as their e- 


lected seat of government. Napoli di Roma- 


nia, the finest harbor of the Morea, and the 


most strongly fortified, both by natura and 
art, lies at the bottom of a deep bay, of the 
same name, 56 miles S. W. of Athens.

Ido not wish to abridge 
the rational relaxation of life; they have 
their use. After one has recovered from 
bodily sickness he begins to value the bles- 
sings of health ; and after the mind has re- 
gained its wonted “ alacrity of spirit” from 
a fit of despondency, it seems invigorated 
and refreshed ; it delights in making stren- 
uous efforts from the mere pleasure of con- 
trast. After our tormentors have pinched 
us black and biuve, and tried us with coals 
of fire ; there is at least a probability that, 
like John Falstaff. we shall abandon our 
follies and be altogether improved by the 
discipline, and say with him, “ I do begin 
to perceive that | am made an ass.” When 
the illusions of faacy have once passed 
away, and the “ chimeras dire” of a morbid 
imagination have time to die of themselves, 
then “ Richard is himself again ;” the pa- 
tient has awaked from his distressing dream, 
and like Rip Van Winkle, comes back again 
to :he pleasures, and habits, and realities of 
the world, and smokes his pipe and drinks 
his beer with as much complacency as
